Washington, .Nov. 7. — A despatch to 
the State department from .Minister 
Beuupre, dated at Bogota, November 1, 
says there were rumors of trouble and 
insurrection there on that dale. 

Government advices indicated a 
regular development of the new gov- 
ernment of L'auamii. The important 
announcement indicates a speedy estab- 
lishment of lull diplomatic relations 
with the new republic, as the appoint- 
ment of Bruneuu Vurilla as the agent 
of Panama in the LJuited States. With 
liim the L'nited States government will 
transact any uecessarj business in an 
official way, pending tin- appointment 
of regular ministers pleni'potenitiary. 
The president lias power, under the con- 
stitution, to appoint miliistws or agents 
of tiie I flittfd States to a country under 
the conditions that now prevail as to 
Panama, but he must look to congress 
herearler to approve his action by pro- 
viding the necessary salary for the of- 
liccs. It is not yet determined, how- 
ever, that it will be necessary to do 
this, as with the instructions furnished 
to him by Secretary Hay, Mr. Gudger, 
the United States consul-general to 
Panama, may be regurded as fully quali- 
fied to discbarge any diplomatic duties 
that may devolve upon him. 

The British government iias formally 
requested the Slate department to look 
after the interests of the British sub- 
jects on the isthmus, and similar re- 
quests from other ICnropeun nations are 
expected, all of which will be promptly 
granted. 

As soon as there is a regular govern- 
ment at Panama in place of the present 
junta, the State department expects to 
take up negotiations for the execution 
uf th.e canal project.

The arrival of foreign warships "is 
anxiously expected. Tile Clyde line 
steamer Cherokee, which returned here 
from Mucoids, where she went to see 
United States Minister Powell after 
having been prevented from entering 
Puerto Plata, on the north coitsf, by a 
Dominican warship, bus been ordered 
to Panama to wait there the arrival 
of foreign warships. The situation is 
dangerous. The government intends to 
prevent vessels from entering the north- 
ern ports, hut .Minister Powell has de- 
clared the blockade to be noneffective. 
The German consul 1ms protested 
against the action of the Dominican 
government in closing the ports. 

Washington, Nov, 7.- — Capt. Briggs, 
of the United 'Slates cruiser Baltimore, 
cabled the Xavy department today from 
Puerto Plata, announcing his arrival 
there and stating Hint the Cherokee 
was discharging her cargo, This indi- 
cates' that the blockade has been rais- 
ed. 

Cape Ilaytien, Nov. 7.— The United 
States cruiser Baltimore has arrived at 
Puerto Plata, on the north coast of the 
Republic of Santo Domingo. Italian 
anil German warships are expected at 
San Domingo.

(Berlin, Nov. 7. — Negotiations between 
Russia and Japan have so far advanced 
that the Associated Press is officially 
informed that the announcement of a 
settlement may be expected soon. 

Berlin, Nov. 7.— The terms of the 
'Russo-Japanese agreement are not dis- 
closed here. It is only reported that 
a friendly adjustment of the difficulties 
•between Uussia ami Japan is now us 
good as reached, and that all prospect 
of war has disappeared The Foreign 
Otlice, having this knowledge, lias re- 
ceived, with smiling incrcHiulity, the 
vague report that the Czar and Dmperor 
William have signed a Car Kasteru al- 
liance, 'i'he olflcials here say it is one 
of those idle inventions that follow any 
meeting of sovereigns. X;; such agree- 
ment has been signed. German inter- 
ests in the Far Kast are recognized 
as being of too slight a character to 
justify her contemplating war; in any 
event Itussia could offer no considera- 
tion, now or in the future, sufficient 
to firing Germany into a war wit'li 
Great Britain. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 7. -The chief 
interest which St. Petersburg seems to 
take in the Pur lOastern situation is 
in regard to the attitude of the United 
Slates. Tliere is a growing belief that 
American sentiment is distinctly un- 
triendly. This feeling in the official 
world extends to business circles. These 
views are fairly reflected by M. Sou- 
varike, editor of the Novoe Vremya, the 
most powerful Bussiun newspaper in 
expressiug amazement at the antl-Bus- 
siun agitation in America, which he 
declares is incomprehensible here. He 
says : ".Uussia proved her friendship 
for America in tile trying days of the 
revolutionary and civil wars, and later 
by the cession of Alaska. After the 
Spanish war she offered no obstacles 
to American expansion in the Philip- 
pines. Now, wnen Itussia is dealing 
with the difficult problem of Man- 
churia, America seems to side against 
Uussia. Is that treating Uussia fair- 
ly'.' American interests in Manchuria 
are insignificant compared willi ours. 
Itussia, having poured in millions for 
the purpose of civilizing thS province, 
is entitled to the fruits of her labors. 
iPersoually, I think it childish ever to 
relinquish it. We want to preserve 
the friendship of America. Does Am- 
erica count a possible rupture so light- 
ly as to he unwilling to consider our 
past interest? In spite of the Par 
lOastern telegrams of the British press, 
ji thiuk the danger is over for the pres- 
ent. Uussia desires peace, but if Ja- 
pan forces war, she will be able to 
ineol it." 

I London, Xov. 7.— The Associated 
IfPresH learns that if the Kusso-Japaueso 
.negotiations end satisfactorily, as is 
now expected, it will be due in a great 
I measure to the British government's 
I pledge of its good offices towards the 
raising of .another large Japanese loau 
in London. It appears taht the question 
of finance has been almost the deciding 
ifactor in recent events in the Par East, 
ri'he understanding arrived at between 
|l.M. Delcasse, the French foreign min- 
ister, ami Lord Lansdowuo, the British 
foreign secretary, prior to the signing 
of the Anglo-Drench arbitration treaty 
regarding their respective Car Eastern 
allies apparently bad even a more im- 
portant material basis than was- indi- 
cated when that understanding was lirst 
announced. On excellent diplomatic and 
official authority it is stated that Uussia 
and Japan between whom rumor made 
war imminent, were negotiating for 
more money, Japan in Iyundon, and Rus- 
sia in Paris. 

. Using this us a lever, Lord Lansdowuo 
and M. Delcasse worked vigorously for 
peace. Exactly how far Mr. Del'casso 
was abb- to go .with Count Lamsdorff, 
the Ituesian foreign minister, in this di- 
rection for the sake of avoiding a -war, 
iwhich would have seriously endangered 
the newly formed Anglo-French icutente, 
is not known here, but there k no doubt

■ Droin one of the lending embassies 
here, however, the .Associated Press 
learns that even in signing a treaty un- 
der which Uussia will agree to give up 
all claim to commercial and political 
(privileges in Korea, which is now con- 
ceded to be the basis of the forthcom- 
ing agreement, Japan will feel con- 
strained to keep up her present defen- 
sive strength, at any . rate until the 
spring of 1!K>1.

.to. One part of his advice is exception- 
ally good. "A man," he says, "who 
ilills in his time properly acquires after 
awhile the habit of turning his mind 
from this to that, from one thing to 
another, which is in itself a sort of rec- 
reation. Such a man when he has dis- 
ciplined himself will accomplish more 
in a flay than' bis .disorganized co- 
la borer will in two, and better. The 
other fellow can never understand how 
tliis man gets on. He may not have 
the same ability, but the fact that he 
organizes himself to what he is doing 
and does it in a limited time, pushes 
him way ahead of the more brilliant per- 
son, who, never having his time so di- 
vided, never has time for anything. ' 
'That is undoubtedly one great secret of 
successful effort. It is talent's great 
substitute [or genius. The power of ab- 
solutely excluding an unfinished piece of 
'brain work from the consciousness, and 
of recalling it when the time has come 
to take it up again, doubles the power 
and halves the friction of the brain. It 
means the faculty of releasing oueself 
automatically from worry, and the pow- 
er of co-ordinating a number of useful 
activities. It seems to us that this 
power is connected with another faculty 
he cultivated and is very 
valuable, that namely of subconsciously 
apportioning time. One man may have 
a very important engagement in an 
hour's time. He Can lie down and 
sleep, or bury himself in a book, or oc- 
cupy himself in any way lie chooses, 
and wake up to his engagement, without 
ever having thought of it during the' 
hour that has passed. Another man 
during that hour would look at his watch 
every live minutes, and worry himself 
into a fever lest he should miss his en- 
gagement. The latter has dissipated 
a lot of energy which the former has 
conserved. This faculty of organiza- 
tion 'Which Depew recognizes as the 
most valuable element in success is 
largely a matter of cultivation, but it is 
also to some extent a matter of nerve, 
lit is therefore .probably not accidentally 
that the Senator continues: "Now, 
health is diet, exercise, and sleep, and 
that is within everybody's power to get.

"When a few days ago Cardinal Gibbous 
was asked how ltonian Catholics could ex- 
ert their Influence against the custom of 
divorce that is prevailing so generally In 
this country, he replied that: •Catholic 
ladles cannot well take upon themselves 
to regulate the customs of society, s. Hint- 
ed as they are in tills country. There- 
fore, he would not say that they should 
not meet married divorced people In -gen- 
eral gatherings. Hot lie would advise them 
neither to Invite such people to their so- 
elul functions, nor to accept any Invita- 
tions from them to attend theirs. 'Phis 
position of Cardinal GlWbous will com- 
mend Itself," says the Watchman ('Bapt.), 
of Boston, "to those who have given most 
attention to the divorce problem. Among 
respectable people social customs have 
quite as much to do with divorce as the 
permissions of legislation. If every one 
understood that If a defendant In a di- 
vorce salt remarried he or she would be 
socially ostracised In the circle 111 which 
they moved, people would think a good 
many times before they incurred tills pen- 
ally. The fact thai society condones these 
offences dues more to debase current 
moral standards that anything legislators 
(an do, Ordinarily decent people pay far 
more attention to the standards set by 
society than to those established by law. 
If the leading members of society In any- 
place should udopl the rule suggested by 
Cardinal Gl'bbons unci 'neither invite such 
(married d(vorcod) people to their Hoclul 
functions, nor accept any Invitations from 
them to attend theirs," the violations of 
the New Testament law of moralty would 
be pretty effectively discouraged." 

"What we need in our schools, whether 
private or public, Is not catechism," says 
the New York Outlook, "lint religion; not 
definitions hut life, not a teaching of re- 
ligion for half an hour, along with reading, 
writing ami arithmetic, nut a fourth It 
added to the three It's, but the spirit of 
self-control, good will, and reverence In the 
teachers, ami a free play for the mani- 
festations of this life of self-control ami 
good will and reverence, that It may helm- 
parted by them to tin- pupils undrr their 
Influence. And of this spirit neither Un- 
man Catholic nor Protestant, neither 
Christian nor Jew, lias a monopoly. The 
public schools cannot teach theology, but 
theology Is not Important to good citizen- 
ship, it cannot teach religion, because re 
llglon cannot he taught. But it can seleet 
lor it., teuchers men and women whose 
spirit Is thai of Bobrlety or temperance, 
of righteousness or good w.ll, .if go. Illness 
or reverence; and In so doing It can do 
as much ns a parish school, perhaps more, 
to impart a like spirit lo Its pupl.s."

Sir William Mulock Makes Direst 
Threats That Have 
Been. 



Wanted Sundry Mail Bags Re- 
turned Forthwith or 
Else — . 



Ottawa, Oct. 24.— The Liberals peoni 
to be' losing their heads in the last days 
of tliiw long session. Perhaps it is uuc 
lo the ir physical condition, but it may 
■bo that tlie leaders of the government 
see tiic handwriting on the wall, and 
iiuve determined at any price to put 
tho opposition in a bad light before 
tlie electorate. A few days ngo one 
Talbot accused over 100,000 electors ot 
(Torgcry and fraud, and this accusation 
•was backed vtn in strong language by 
(Sir Wilfrid Lnurier. A full investiga- 
tion of the charges was promptly de- 
manded, and Lhcy were referred to tlie 
committee 01 elections and privileges. 
So far the Government has has not had 
the courage to even attempt to make 
jgood .Sir Wilfrid 'Laurie's slander. Days 
Jiave passed by without so much as a 
witness being summoned. It is perfect- 
ly clear that the Prime Minister fell into 
igrave error when he championed lal- 
Jjot's attack on the people and by hi** 
subsequent conduct he bus shown that 
he cannot question the genuineness of a 
Single signature on a single petition 
(presented against the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific deal. Sir Wilfrid iLaurier hoped 
to make a little political capital out of 
the situation for his own party, but in- 
stead of doing so lie ha« materially 
.strengthened the case against the Gov- 
ernment policy. 

Kir William Mulock has been equally 
indiscreet in referring to the franking 
of Conservative litera'.i.o during the 
present session. Since Confederation the 
opposition has been in variably accorded 
the privilege of sending to the electors, 
in (printed form, criticisms of the Gov- 
ernment's policy. Following this time- 
honored custom, the Conservative party 
bare been sending out a four-page news- 
paper size pamphlet setting forth the 
record of the LaUrier administration. 
iSome of the statements contained there- 
in are unpalatable to Sir Wilfrid 
ILaurier, and lie and his henchmen have 
taken a doubtful way of preventing the 
truth from being circulated throughout 
the different constituencies. The meth- 
ods employed to obstruct the dissemina- 
tion of truth have been of tlie mean- 
est order. The irrepressible Talbot, 'Mr. i 
Davis, of Saskatchewan, and other I 
party hacks have been put up from ' 
time to time in order to give Sir Wil-i 
Jiatn Mulock an opportunity to make | 
Ftatemeiits so exaggerated that they an- 
swer themselves. 

The Postmaster General declared that! 
tlie enormous accumulations "that are | 
seen in the corridors and passages ot 
this building, have blocked tlie business 
of the post olllces and of the railway 
service of Canada. 1 am speaking of 
that literature, he it from one side of 
the House or the other. But this ac- 
cumulation arises from the particular 
tlasa of literature to which I have al- 
luded, which has been despatched in 
postal bag* to the whip of the opposi- 
tion, to be redistributed by him through- 
out Canada. I Vfttttt these bags, as ths 
property of the crown, to he forthwith 
returned to the postollieC department. 
'Unless they are delivered there I Shan 
have to exercise the authority of the 
minister of the crown and take pos- 
session of them. 1 beg to say, in all 
Seriousness, that we tire today' without 
mail hags for the proper convenience 
of the subscribers to the press of this 
country. We have* sufficient of that 
class of property, hut it is unfortunate- 
ly at this moment out of the control 
of the government. Enormous numbers 
of these bags are under the control of 
an lion, member "t" this House, and I 
ask him here to return these hags forth- 
with or 1 will take stops to take pos- 
session of them by force of law. I am 
giving notice now. If I am asked t,, 
specify the time I will do so. I will 
give the hou. gentleman today to deliver 
those l>:;gs to tin- proper ollicers, and if 
they arc not delivered hy Monday morn- 
ing I will take steps to take possession 
of them." 

Sir William made tins dire threat 
on Saturday at six o'clock, but so fat- 
bo ha i failed to make it good. Like 
bis loader in the matter of the Grand 
Trunl, Pacific i > < >t it i ■ > 1 1 ~, he allowed his 
language to carry him away. Tlie op- 
position have uot been blocking public 
busi'iess by having mail bngs in their 
possession, It is the undoubted right of 
any member of I 'arliameut to have mail 

matter sen; to him fi f expense, it 

is the duty at the in, si ollice depart- 
ment to deliver that mail, and its em- 
1'ifiycs handle it in the most convenient 
'arm. It is necconrj' for the post of- 
fice to supply mail bugs, ami ;!.,- (imm- 
sition were quite willing that Sir Wil- 
li Mulock should take hack his hags 

lit any time. In order to dn so it would 
bavc boon necessary tor the postal au- 
thorities to (lump around tlie huihbngs 
a lot of loo*e matter which would more 
effectually block the corridors than had 
it been handled in packages. Therefore 
the post office authorities have them- 
selves to blame if they are short of ninil 
bugs— n statement which is unsupported 
by evidence other than the Postmaster 
General's own word. 

The gov, rnmeiil hail another way out 
of tlie dillleulty iiad they been courte 
oils enough t,, supply the opposition 
with one of the largo vueunt rooms in 
tie, basemen! for the storage of litera- 
ture. They would not consent to any 
such arrangement, and forced tlie Con- 
servatives to make use of tin. corridors 
for a few days. II' there has been in- 
convenience caused by the alleged block- 
ing of the passage ways nobody but 
the Liberals themselves are to bo held 
responsible for the situation. Bv threat- 
ening to seize til, mnil Sir William .Un- 
lock hardly preserved that dignity which 
should at all times characterize a per- 
son of title. By neglecting to make 
good his threat he showed that he lack- 
ed tiie courage of his conviction, or 
feared the criticism which would un- 
doubtedly follow were he to curtail, in 
any way. privileges accorded the op- 
position through years past. The Gov- 
ernment may have benefited from their 
line of action. If so they are entitled 
to all the political capital they have 
made. 

Hut hire Is another side to the Ques- 



tion which the Liberals were not in- 
clined to discuss =o freely. At the pres- 
ent time hundreds of thousands of cam- 
paign sheets are being forwarded from 
Ottawa under the franks ot minister 
of the crown. No less, than a quarter 
of a million copies of Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier'y speech on the transcontinental 
railway bill have been sent out, ami 
thousands of these have been franked 
by Sir William Mulock himself. Hon. 
i\v. S. Fielding's oration on tho same 
subject is to be found in almost every 
household in Canada. This, too, was 
sent through the post ollice free of 
charge, but the Liberals have this ad- 
vantage that their movements cannot 
bo followed as closely as the action of 
the opposition, whose literature, owing 
to lack of accommodation on Parlia- 
ment Hill, must be put up wherever 
space can be found for it. The (irits 
used the departmental olllces and tht 
pasting room at the Houso of Commons 
to parcel and address their campaign 
sheets . Employes of the government, 
who are paid from the public treasury, 
are engaged in this work, and it is 
questionable whether such a course has 
justification. Why should messengers 
and civil servants, whose services are 
required in other directions, be permit- 
ted to occupy themselves in doing work 
which is purely partisan In its nature? 
If tho Liberal party wishes to send out 
literature they have a perfect right to 
do so, but they should supply the labor 
necessary to do the work, and pay for 
it out of their own Dockets. 

In this respect the Conservative liarty 
has a clean sheet. They have paid for 
the printing of the literature, addressed 
it, put it in envelopes, and delivered 
it to tlie postal authorities without the 
assistance of a single government em- 
ploye, Mr. Speaker Hrodcur asked in 
the House of Commons as to the truth 
of a rumor to the effect that sessional 
clerks and messengers were engaged in 
sorting the campaign sheets of the op- 
P' iltiou, gave a Hat denial to tlie in- 
si nation. He pointed out that even the 
cost of carting the literature from the 
station to the House of Commons was 
defrayed by the owners. The govern-, 
ment, therefore, has only been compelled 
to stamp the envelopes nnd newspapers 
sent through by the opposition the 
same as it would stamp any matter 
going through tlie post office. No ex- 
tra clerks or messengers have been put 
on to do the work, and the cost to the 
authorities therefore has been nil. 

To show how absurd are some of the 
statements made by Liberal members 
in regard to the amount of literature 
sent out by the opposition, it is only 
necessary to quote a few remarks o'f 
Mr. Macpherson, of Burrard, who. re- 
ferring to the block in the corridor said: 
"To my personal knowledge tiiere are 
7:i."i bags around the House, nil full of 
this literature. These bags average SO 
lbs. each, and if the postage on their 
contents wart paid by men who should 
pay it out of their own pockets, it 
would cost $2,JM0 for what is now be- 
ing franked. 1 am told that for the 



last 40 days an average of 150 bags a 
day, filled with this literature, have 
gone out. That is some l>,000 bags, 
and taking 5 bushels to the bag we ltavo 
30,000 bushels, and with 1,000 bushels 
to the car load, we have 30 car loads 
of literature which have been sent out 
from here at the expense of the people 
of this country. The franking privi- 
lege is meant to extend only to the or- 
dinary courtesy of sending parliament- 
ary papers to constituents." 

It may be explained that Mr. Mac- 
•pherson is- new to parliamentary life, 
and that he did not know what lie is 
talking about. In the first place, the 
Conservative party have only sent out 
1,500 bags of literature in all. These 
hags do not bold five bushels as stated 
by Mr. Macpherson, and his thirty car 
loads or literature are materially re- 
duced by a fair statement of the situa- 
tion. Mr. Macpherson does not remem- 
ber that Sir Richard Cartwright admit- 
ted sending 10,000 copies through the 
post office of a speech delivered by him 
at Massey Hall, Toronto, and franked 
during recess. Neither does he appreci- 
ate the fact that hundreds of thousands 
of copies of speeches delivered by his 
leaders during the present session have 
been sent out free enclosed in copies of 
the Montreal Herald, Considering that 
his own friends have been the greatest 
sinners in respect of the alleged viola- 
tion of the franking privileges, it would 
have been better for the member for 
Burrard to have kept quiet. Mr. Nat 
Boyd, in behalf of the opposition, sug- 
gested that the whole question should 
be referred to the committee on elec- 
tions and privileges in Order to deter- 
mine whether or not there had been 
an abuse of the franking system by 
either party. The Conservatives are 
quite willing to have their conduct in- 
vestigated, provided the Liberals wi'l 
submit to a similar enquiry. But Sir 
William Mulock would consent to no 
such arrangement, knowing as he does 
thai for every pound of Conservative 
literature that bus left Ottawa this ses- 
sion his friends have sent out a pound. 
The indignation of the Postmaster Gen- 
rnl was too shallow to merit serious 
onside ration.

FINANCE *ND COMMERCE. 

New York, Nov. 1.— United States Steel 
preferred dropped to yesterday's low rec- 
ord Immediately after the opening of the 
stoctf market. Today Its easy recovery on 
dealings almost as light as on the decline, 
made the drop not very impressive. The 
relaxation of the recent severe pressure 
on I Ids stock relieved the market to some 
extent, and prices were Inclined to Umlcn. 
The railroad list, In fact, was but little af- 
fected by the opening dip In Steel prefer- 
red. The upward movement was extreme- 
ly sluggish and dull, and the market allow- 
ed showed little breadth or animation. He- 
ports were In persistent circulation that the 
United Stall's Steel Corporation planned a 
cut In all grades of steel products oil tlie 
basis of the lower prices of billets, but all 
attempts to secure official lu/ui-waUou on 
the subject were repelled. 

The oniltt statement was received as fa- 
vorable on account of the heavy loan con- 
traction disclosed, although the cosh de- 
crease was about as large as had been esti- 
mated. The decrease In deposits reduced 
the reserve requirements so far that rather 
more than half of lust weeti's surplus Is 
conserved. The decrease In loans Is attrib- 
uted in part to the liquidation in the stock 
market, nnd to the repayments incident to 
November ilrst settlements. 

The money and exchange markets are 
rather normal on Saturday, but the tone 
of sterling was reportel weak and demand 
bills were quoted at S 1 St llat, which Is 
within the margin of profit In gold imports. 
None were announced, hut there were va- 
rious rumors of further aligiigemcuts and 
an Increased control of the open market by 
ll>e liank of Kuglaml. This may be In pre- 
paration to make effective an advance in 
the .Bank or England's rate of discount to 
oppose an outgoing o( gold.
